Kansas City, Mo., August 29.—The Star this afternoon prints a three-column 
exclusive dispatch from Mr. J. D. W helpley, its special correspondent. who bas 


just returned from Porto Rico, bearing upon the Miles-Alger controversy. Mr. 


Whelpley takes occasion to deny the statement that his recently published in- 
terview in Porto Rico with General M iles, wherein the latter was quoted as cast- 
ing reflections upon the war departme nt, was not genuine, and in support of the 
statements already The Star prints interesting. telegrams that pass- 
ed between the war department and Generals Miles and Shafter on the points 


made by it, 


at issue. 

“Doubt is expressed by some,” says Mr. 
Miles ever said these things I credit him with. Others suggest he may have 
said them in confidence which was betrayed. I feel confident,’”’ continues the 
correspondent, “‘Genera! Miles will stand by the interview referred to. 

“My talk with him was not confidential. I went to him as a newspaper re- 
porter, for the avowed and express purpose of securing an interview. There was 
no reservation from publication in the conversation. This is proved by his re- 
fusal to answer some questions which he would have answered had this not been 
so. There was no hint of confidence. 

“In this instance, however, no question of veracity need arise. General Miles, 
even if he so desired. could not conceal the proof of all he said. It is written 
in the records of the war department and it only needs a clearing away of in- 
consequent matter to tell the story clearly and in full.” 

The Star's article says: : 

“That General Miles was in command of the entire army when in Washington 
is, of course,,evident. That he did not resign this supreme command when he 
went to Tampa, and that it was he who was treating with the Cubans for co- 
operation in Cuba is shown by the numerous telegrams exchanged with General 
Garcia. The war department recognized Miles as chief when he was in Tampa, 
for June 12th a telégram was rent to Him from Washington which begins: ‘Fol- 
lowing extract of telegram from Admiral Sampson to secretary of navy is re- 
peated for youry¥nformation,’ etc. \ 


Tiles Was Always in Full Command. 


“When General Shafter went to Cuba and General Miles returned to Wash- 
ington the latter did not resign his control of the situation, but, on the contrary, 
Rept in asclose touch as possible by wire with the movements of Shafter’s 
command. > 

“On the Fourth of July General Shafter sent the following dispatch to Wash- 
ington, addressed to the adjutant general: 

“ “Headquarters Fifth Army Corps, in camp near Santiago de Cuba, July 4.— 
There seems to be no reasonable doubt but that General Pando succeeded in en- 
tering Santiago last night with his force, said to be about 5,000 men. 

“*This puts a different aspect upon affairs, and while we can probably mein- 
tain ourselves, it would be at the cost of very considerable fighting and loss. 

“General Lawton reports that General Garcia, who was to block the entrance 
of Pando, informed him at 10 o'clock last night that Pando had passed in on Cobra 
road. Lawton says he cannot compel Genera] Garcia to obey my instructions to 
piace his men in any position where they will have to fight, and that if we 
intend to reduce Santiago, we will have to depend alone upon our own troops, 
and that we will require twice the number we now have. 

“I sent a message to Admiral Sampson, asking if he proposed entering the har- 
bor, so as to give us his assistance. 

Commodore Watson replies that he does not know Admiral Sampson’s intentions 
since the destruction of the Spanish fleet, but does not himself think the fleet should 
try to go into the harbor of Santiago. This, under the circumstances, is not 
very encouraging. : ’ 

“ “Have been expecting a division from Tampa and Duffield’s Second brigade 
from Camp Alger, but only a small number of recruits have appeared so far. If 
we have to go to try and reduce tle town, now that the fleet is destroyed, which 
was stated to be the chief object of the expedition, there must be no delay in get- 
ting a large body of troops here. 
_ “The town is in a terrible condition as to food and people are starving, as 
stated by foreign consuls this morning; but the troops can fight and have a large 
quantity of rice, but no other supplies. There will be nothing done here until the 
5th, and I suppose I can put them off a little longer to enable the people to get 
out. Country here is destitute of food or growing crops except mangoes. 

“ ‘Men are in good spirits, though it is hard to tell how long the latter will 
continue. 

“‘I am sorry to say I am no better, and in addition to my weakness, cannot 
be out on account of a slight attack of gout, but hope to be better soon. Lieu- 
tenant Miley had an interview with consuls this morning and his report will be 
telegraphed immedtately. I do not send this in cipher, as time is precious.

Manila, Philippine Islands, August 29.— 
Major General Merritt, the commander of 
the American troops, in conversation has 
avoided a declaration of his policy, but 
gave the impression that he is undecided 
about the possibility of arranging to re 


sonally he seemed to favor that policy. 

General Aguinaldo has courtmartialed the 
offenders in the Cavite affray and they 
have been sentenced to death; but it is 
reported that they were afterwards repriev- 
ed at the request of General Anderson. 
The insurgents wish to send a delegate to 
Paris, even if he is not admitted to the 
conference. 

The Spaniards are said to be defrauding 
the Americans in the matter of ‘ssuance 
of rations to prisoners, 

The residential suburbs are full of armed 
insurgents, and several personal vendettas 
Mave been reported. The inhabitants are 
greatly alarmed. There was firing in the 
streets of San Miguel last evening. 

The insurgent troops yesterday attend- 
ed mags fully armed and patrolled the prin- 
cipal residential suburbs, 

The leading commercial men here have 
signed a memorial to Lord Salisbury urg- 
ing him to use his offices to prevent the 
Spaniards from regaining supremacy in the 
Philippines. 

The conduct of the American troops is 
admirable. The town eince their occupa- 
tion has been wonderfully free from Gis- 
turbances. General Greene has been or- 
dered to return to Washington. He will 
sail with General Merritt. 


AMERICANS WANT PATIENCE. 
Total 


Says 
Alienation Is Probable. 

London, August 29.—A dispatch from Ma- 
nila to a news agency, dated August 25th, 
via Hong Kong, today says: ‘The friction 
between the Americans and natives re- 
quires exceptional] ability to avoid total 
alienation. I find that several high Amer- 
ican officials of mediocre education, are ut- 
terly unacquainted with orienta] ideas, and 
unable to understand the primitive races. 
Most of the Americans are ieficient in pa- 
tience, and numerous trifling misunder- 
standings intensify the friction. I believe 
the Americans intend to be harsb. 

“The American censor absvl:etly pro- 
hibits the sending of a single word about 
the Cavite incident of yesterday, and he 
threatens to expel any correspondent who 
mentions it. A deputation for the press is 
going to Genera] Merritt to protest agzinet 
his action.

FIFTH REGULARS 
HAVE YELLOW JACK 


Whole Battalion of the Regiment 
Sent to the Hospital 


FIVE CASES. HAVE DEVELOPED 


Disease Appeared Among the Soldiers 
an the Way from Tampa, 


TRANSPORT HAS BEEN sUGAITNED 


The Command Is Now Being Watched. 
Lieutenant Richmond P. Hobson 
Reaches Santiago and Is 
Now General Lawton’s 
Guest. 


Santisgo de Cuba, August 29.—A whole 
battalion of the Fifth regulars, brought 
by the Knickerbocker from Tampa, has 
been placed in the hospital vacated by the 
Spaniards, yellow fever having appeared 


among them. 

The Knickerbocker has been querantined. 
She touched at a small Cuban port on 
her way from the United States, and was 
not inspected at Tampa. Five cases of the 


fever have developed. 

Tiae steamer arrived this 
morning, bringing Lieutenant Richmond 
Pearson Hobson, who will superintend the 
efforts to float the sunken Spanish cruisers 
Cristobal Colon and Infanta Maria Teresa. 

Lieutenant Hobson nad an enthusiastic 
informal reception from General Lawton, 
with whom he will be quartered while in 
Sintiago. The Seguranca brought also 
Cavtain Leigh and forty men of the signal 
service corps, who will relieve Colonel 
Greene. Work will be begun at once on 
the military telephone and telegraph lincs 
along the eastern Cunan coast. The Se- 
girinca brought a cargo of fresh baef, 

Today Gen2ral Lawton issued an order 
releasing the largest wharf in the harbor— 
lately wholly occupied by the United States 
government—and returning it to the use 
of the local merchants and shippers. Trad- 
ing vessels had experienced great incon- 
venience and delay in consequence of in- 
sufficient wharf facilities, and many ships 
in the harbor are waiting a place to un- 
load. 

The special hardships arise from the ex- 
cessive Harbor charges. 

The beautiful Almada boulevard, 200 feet 
wide and encircling Santiago bay, now oc- 
cupied by the Second immune regiment, 
will be released to the city as soon as 
the immunes can be removed to the new 
camp, two miles out. The boulevard is a 


fashionable resort for driving and prome- 
nading. 

Residents of the city and province to 
the number of about 8,000, now in Costa 
Rica and Jamaica, are expected to return 
here during the next three weeks and 
preparations are general for a house-clean- 
ing all around.

CORPSE LEFT WITHOUT ATTENTION 


Private Nunns’s Body Allowed To Lie on the Cot Where 


He Died Saturday Until His Captain in Search=- 
ing for Him, Found the Remains 
Terribly Mutilated. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 29.—(Special.)—A genuine horror was discovered to- 
day by Captain Samuel S. Connor, company A, Ninth New York, and will be re- 
ported by him to Governor Black when he reaches this city. Captain O’Connor, 
after some hesitation, told the following story: 

“Private Nunns, who is a member of a well-to-do New York family, had been 
to the Second division, Third 


corps, hospital company. He was teken sick last Monday and was sent to the

Second division hospital, where ne died Saturday. No report of his death was 
made to Captain O’Connor and today he went to the hospital to see how the man 
was getting along. He found iim {mi tent adjoining a.fever tent on a cot, stark 
naked, his body had been opened and an autopsy RH the flap covering the 
bowels and stomach having been laid back. 

The body was in a horrible state and had lain there since Saturday. 

Enraged and shocked at the horrible sight, Captain O’Connor called on the phy- 
sicilans in charge and denounced tem in good round terms. Being asked why the

body was not dressed, the doctors said the man had no clothes, 
“Did he come here naked?” asked Captain O'Connor, 
“No; but he had no clothes.” pad 
When they heard that the attention of Governor Black, of New York, would be 
called to the matter when he arrived here, a suit of clothes was instantly found, 
the body was sponged off and dressed and fixed for the undertaker’s care. 3 
The remains of this dead soldier lay right against a tent full of sick men. The 
effusive odor from the body on Monday was something fearful. 
Charges Preferred Against Doctors. 


Captain O’Connor has preferred charges against Major Smith, Major Raymond 
and Major Hubbard, doctors in charge at the Second division, Third corps, hospital,

and the matter will be investigated, and that thoroughly, 
Captain O’Connor says he has served eight years in the British army in south 
Africa, on the Nile and elsewhere, and he never saw better managed hospitals than 


the Leiter and Sternberg hospitals at Chickamauga. “They are models,’’ said the 


veteran. ‘“But,’’ he added, “the division hospitals are rotten—utterly rotten in 
every way. I would never expect to see a sick man of mine alive agaig if he were 


sent to one of those horrible places.” 


As for the camp, Captain O'Connor says: “In all my years of soldiering I was 


never camped in so healthy and pleasant a place as the Ninth New York occu- 


pies in Chickamauga park. It is model in every way. There is nothing wrong 


about the camp, the water or natural surroundings; but carelessness and neglect 
have made a bad condition in spots, while the division hospitals are little better 
than pest houses, places of death and misery. They are a disgrace to the army and 
the country.” 7

DAVIS DECLARES — 
OR EXPANSION 


Senator Says We Should Re- 
tain All Territory 


WOULD GIVE UP NOTHING 


Declares Events Have Made Us One of 
the Great Powers of the Earth, 


HE WANTS A BIG ARMY AND NAVY 


Member of the Peace Commission De- 
livers Himself Clearly and Posi- 
tively of His Views on the 
Situation, Present and 
Prospective. 


New York, August 29.—‘The American 
people are aglow with patriotic fever and 
the utmost calmness is necessary in con- 
sidering our future course,’’ said United 
States Senator Cushman K, Davis, before 
leaving the city for his home to prepare 
for his journey to Paris as one of the five 
commissioners to arrange the final terms 
of peace between the victorious United 
States and defeated Spain. 

“Events have made us one of the great 
powers of the earth,”’ ne continued. 
“Whatever we may have desired ourselves, 
heretofore, destiny has forced upon us re- 
sponsibilities that we must recognize and 
accept. We have become a potent factor 
in the world’s progress. A great and ac- 
tua] naval and military power we are al- 
ready. We are strong enough yet, but not 
an hour must be lost in equipping ourselves 
to cope with any emergency that may con- 
front us. Our volunteer army is as good, 
if not better, than any force of the kind 
in this world, but we cafinot rest secure 
in that thought. We must have a large 
regular army ready to call in the future. 
We must have as good a navy as any na- 
tion on earth. We have an effective be- 
ginning. Ship for ship, we need fear no- 
body. But we must build ships with true 
American energy. Nothing must deter us. 
We know that we have the men to put 
behind the guns. The glorious victories of 
our navy have brought us new responsi- 
bilities: but the Philippines or the Sand- 
wich islands are not more isolated than 
are parts of our Pacific coast. Hereafter, 
our power must be felt in the Pacific ocean. 
The mere addition of a few hundred square 
miles of territory by capture or treaty 
does not increase our danger. 

Wants To Retain Territory. 

“You understand, I am cn record as fa- 
voring the retention of territory that has 
been acquired by the splendid victorics of 
our arms. I am. an American citizen, 
speaking as such, and my remarks have 
nothing to do with official duties that I 
shall undertake on October Ist, as a com- 


missioner to the corgress of Paris. 


“What that body will or will not do, I 
would not predict, if I could. I am talk- 
ing of the situation. as it exists today and 
every American citizen can see it. The in- 
terests of the United States must be jeal- 
ously guarded from this hour onward. We 
have been remiss and indifferent in the 
past. Think of the Virginius massacre: 
That was the hour in which we should 
have taught Spain her lesson. 

“How do you suppose a similar massacre 
of Americain citizens in Havana would be 
this afternoon? Why, our war- 
ships would be on their way to that port 
before midnight. That is the difference. 
And itis well. It is as it should be. 

‘The United States has ceased to be the 
China of the western continent. We are 
alive, thank God, and must not be insult- 
ed by any power in this world, great or 
small. 

‘That’s the difference between the United 
States of the seventies and today, 

“And is not the change one that ought 
to make every patriot glad? Wars are 
all history is false. Steam

DUNCAN IS HELD BY A SHERIFF.

Courtmartial Found the Captain Guilty 
on One Count ang Not Guilty on 
Two Counts of Indictment.

Washington, August 29.—Captain Lowns 
C. Duncan, surgeon of the Twenty-second 
Kansas regiment, is held by the sheriff of 
Fairfax county, Virginia, to answer an 
indictment charging him with desecrating 
confederate graves at Bull Run, near Ma. 
nassas. 

It appears that Dr. Duncan, whose case 
has now become famous, was not sen- 
tenced to five yearg’ imprisonment, as re- 
ported from Camp Meade, Pa., but escaped 
much more lightly at the hands of the 
military court, there being @ lack of e€evi- 
dence to prove that he nctually took part 
in despoiling the graves. Tie was tried by 
courtmartial under the sixty-first and six- 
ty-second general articles of war 

The first charge was “‘conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and gentleman,” the speci- 
fications bejng that he witnessed and par- 
ticipated in the destruction of «he grave of 
Major J. T. Duke, of the Fifth Alabama 
regiment, a well-known confederate officer. 
Ir. Duncan, however, was acquitted of any 

plicity in the despoiling of the Duke 
grave, the evidence proving that he was 
not present, but in camp. 

The second charge under the sixty- 
second article of war, was ‘“‘conduct prej- 
udicial to good order and discipline.’’ The 
specifications were (1) that he participated 
in the desecration of the grave of one 
Humphreys, and (2) that he failed to exer- 
cise his authority as an officer in not stop- 
p-ng the desecration and putting the men 
so engaged under arrest. On the first spec- 
ification, that of having participated in 
the desecration, he was acquitted, but on 
the second specification tne court found 
him guilty. 

The finaing of the courtmartial, approved 
by General Davis, wag that Surgeon Dun- 
can be deprived of his rank for two 
months, be confined to regimental camp 
and foriseit half his pay for the same lengtn 
of time, and that he be reprimanded by 
tne commanding general. 

How Dr. Duncan is to be confined to reg- 
imental camp for two months, when ihe is 
now the prisoner of the, sheriff of Fairfax 
county, is difficult to understand. His reg- 
iment has moved from Thoroughfare Gup 
to Camp Meade, Pa. It is understood that 
when the sheriff presented his warrant 
for him under the state indictment Duncan 
was voluntarily surrendered. A clash be. 
tween the state authorities and the war 
department may develop, though the case 
has not been brought to the attention of 
Washington as yet. 


KEPT SICK MEN ON THE TRAIN. 


Assistant Surgeon Refuses To Allow 
Dying Soldiers To Be Moved. 
Cleveland, August 29.—The train bearing 
260 sick soldiers of the Highth New York 
regiment of volunteer infantry reached 
Cleveland at 6 o’ciock this evening in 
charge of Captain Lindhein, assistant sur- 

geon. 

The physicians here found several typhoid 
fever cases in which the temperature had 
passed the danger point, and they asked 
for permission to take the patients to the 
hospitals. The temperature of one man was 
10 degrees. Captain Linhein refused. La- 
dies added their pleadings, as did Captain 
Tillson, of the army recruiting office in 
this city, who has been a regular army 
officer for twenty-four years, and he was 
backed up by Superintendent Webster, of 
the Huron street hospital. Captain Lind- 
hein positively refused to let any of the 
soldiers go, however, despite the stern 
warning that some of the men would 
probably die on the train within a few 
hours. The feeling of the men on the train 
against Captain Lindhein is very bitter. 

A few of the sick soldiers wandered 
through the cars, delirious from the effects 
of fever and the big doses of quinine they 
had been given. The train depdrted at 7 
o'clock foe New York city. Stops will be 
made at Erie and Buffalo and word has 
been sent to the ladies’ relief committees 
of these places to be in readiness for the 
sick soldiers.

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| HAVANA BAY ‘FULL OF SHIPS. 


CIVIL GOVERNOR OF CITY CALLS 
ON MISS CLARA BARTON. 


UWnitei States Soldiers and Sailors 
Visit the Graves of the Victims 
of the Maine. 


Havana, August 29, 8 p. m.—The bay of 
Havana again presents an ynusually active 
aspect. On its surface ride numerous yes- 
sels with cargoes and rations from the 
United States. Close to what remains of 
the splendid battleship Maine is moored 
the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XIII. She is 
at the same buoy as she was on the night 
of the explosion. The wreck itself has set- 
tled two feet or more in the muddy bottom. 

Early this morning Senor Fernandez de 
Castro, civil governor of Havana, accom- 
panied by the chief inspector of the harbor 
police, visited the Red Cross steamer Clin- 
ton to return Miss Clara Barton’s visit, 
remaining nearly an hour. She acknowl- 
edged the excellence of the measures he 
has adopted to relieve want in the city by 
establishing kitchens which distribute over 
36,000 rations daily. Nothing definite has 
peen decided upon but probably a part of 
the Red Cross relief will be landed here 
and a part at Matanzas. 

The plan is for the Comal to remain at 
Havana as a central floating warehouse, 
and to forward relief to the interior by 
rail, pack mules and other means of trané- 
portation. 

This afternoon a detachment of fifteen 
men from the Cemal visited the graves of 
the victims of the Maine. Captain Stewart 
Brice, son of ex-Senator Brice, and aid-de- 
camp to General Shafter, also visited the 
cemetery, and several ladies placed flow-

‘Miles does not agree with Secretary Al- 
ger for July 2ist, in a letter the general 
commanding urges the return of the army 
to the United States as soon as possible. 
On July 17th, after the surrender was com- 
plete, General Shafter wired as follows to 
General Miles: 

“ ‘Siboney, July 17, 1898, 8:48 p. m., re- 
ceived July 18, 1898.—General Miles, on 
board Ydle: Letters and orders in refer- 
ence to movement of camp received, and 
will be carried out. None is more anxious 
to get away from here than myself. It 
seems from future orders given me that 
you regard my forces as part of your com- 
mand. Nothing will give me greater pieas- 
ure than serving you, general, and I shall 
comply with all your requests and direc- 
tions, but I was told by the secretary that 
you were not to supersede me in command 
here. I will furnish the information called 
for as to condition of command to Gil- 
more, adjutant general, army headquarters. 

“ ‘SHAFTER, Major General.’ 

“Genera] Miles very promptly replied as 
follows: 

““‘Playa del Este, July 18, 1898 (Guanta- 
namo), 11:30 a. m.—Genera} Shafter: Tele- 
gram received; have no desire and have 
carefully avoided any appearamme of su- 
perseding you. Your command is a part of 
the United States army, which I Lave the 
honor to command, having been duly as- 
signed thereto and directed by the ;presi- 
dent to go wherever I thought my presence 
required and give such general directions 
as I thought best concerning military mat- 
ters, and especially directed to go to San- 
tlago for a specific purpose. You wil] also 
notice that the orders of the secretary of 
war of July 13th left the matter io my d‘e- 
cretion. I should regret that any event 
should cause either yourself or any purt of 
your command to cease to be a part cf 
mine. Very truly yours, 

‘NELSON A. MIUES, 
‘“‘*Major General, Commanding United 

States Army.’ 

“General Miles then gave General Sraf- 
ter fina] instructions and left hurriedly for 
Porto Rico. In view of the situation as 
reviewed by the above telegrams the fol- 
lowing statement, contained in The New 
York Herald of recent date, is quoted: 

“Te my cablegram to Major General 
Shafter, informing thim that Major Gen- 
eral Miles was not sent to supersede him 
in supreme command of the troops in the 
field at Santiago de Cuba preveated the 
storming of the city on the day of its sur- 
render, and this resulted in the saving of 
lives which otherwise would have hen 
lost in the attack, then I am repaid for 
sending it a thousand-fold.’ 

“This statement was made to me this 
afternoon by Secretary Alger  apro- 
pos oY the publication in The 
Herald of yesterday, setting forth the do- 
ings of Major Genera] Miles uuring , his 
brief stay in Cuba. The secretary told me 
he did not intend to enter any cuntrover- 
sy regarding the Santiago campaign with 
anybody.

There were two deaths today among men 
suspected of having yellow fever and de- 
tained in the quarantine hospital. The med- 
ical department has not announced that 
they died of yellow fever, because of the 
‘dispute between the doctors as to what 
the fifty-three men in the hospital are 
suffering from. Some of the doctors assert 
that it is true yellow’ jack, while others, 
including the experts, claim that there is 
not a yellow fever case in the camp, and 
that the men are suffering from malaria! 
fever in its worst form. 

Three transports were sighted tonight. 
One is thought to be the Mexico, with Gens 
eral Shafter on board. 

Today’s arrival at Camp Wikoff included 
the first battalion of the District of Col- 
umbia volunteers, one battalion of United 
States engineers, attached to the Fifth 
army corps, troops A, C, D and F of the 
Second cavalry, the men who operated the 
balloons ag Santiago and ninety-five men 
of the Thirty-third Michigan volunteers. 

There are 1,600 patients in the general 
hospital at Camp Wikoff, 115 of whom are 
down with typhoid. This is a decrease. 

There are 530 in the detention hospital. 
By tomorrow the hospital willl be enlarged 
so as to accommedate 750 more patients. 

While the condition in the hospital has 
been somewhat improved, 500 sick soldiers 
are still sleeping on the floor, These men 
will be put on cots in the new wing to- 
morrow. 

The tree of nurses has been increased to 
seventy-seven. There are forty sisters of 
charity administering to the sick. 
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FIRE RAGING IN NASHVILLE. 


Nashville, Temn., August 30, 2:30 a. m.— 
Fire has just broken out in Phillips & 
Buttorff Manufacturing Company’s store, 
the largest retail hardware and stove con- 
cern in the city. At 2:15 a. m., fire threatens 
to cause great loss and is burning fiercely. 

At 2:30 a. m. the fire is gtill burning 
fiercely. The whole building, which is five 
stories in height, is a mass of flames, The 
loss will be heavy. So far the fire is con- 
fined to the Philips & Buttorff building, 
but may spread out at any moment, as it 
is in thé center of several large buildings, 
including the Western Union office. 

At 2:45 o’clock this morning the fire was 
still burning fiercely, but confined to the 
P and B. building, and not under control. 
The loss will probably reach at this hour 
from §$150.000 to $200,000, with insurance 
about half. 


WON’T TAKE PART IN MEETING. 


Washington Has No Official Notifica- 
| tion of the Czar’s Note. 

Washington, August 29.—The extraordi- 
nary circular note directed by the Russian 
foreign minister to the members of the 
diplomatic body at St. Petersburg has at- 
tracted the earnest attention of the offi- 
cials here. . 

It is supposed from the terms of the 
note as published, that a copy was directed 
to Mr. Hitchcock, the United States am- 
bassador at the Russian capital, but so 
far nothing has been heard by cable from 
him to that effect. It is believed here 
that the victory achieved by the ‘Jnited 
States in the late war was a contributing 
factor in the preparation of the note. it is 
éurmised that that victory made it clear 
at once to the European statesmen tat 
t> maintain the balance of power they 
would be obliged to increase their expen- 
ditures on account of army and navy, else 
they might be outstripped by the United 
States. 

The. official mind here looks upon the 
Russian project for a general disarmament 
as Utopian at this time, and while any 
statement as to the attitude of the United 
States toward such a conference os that 
proposed is purely conjectural in cdvance 
of the receipt of whe invitation, the im- 
pression prevails that our government 
would not care to take any active rart in 
its deliberations.

SCHLEY WILL MAKE THE NEW

He Will Not Be Off Sea Duty While 
Acting as One of the Commis- 
sioners in Porto Rico. 


August 2.—An order was 
issued at the navy department today de- 
taching Rear Admiral W. 8. Schley from 
command of the second gquadron of the 
north Atlantic fleet and ordering Him to 


, Porto Rico as a member of the evacuation 


commission, during which time he is au- 
thorized to fly his flag on the cruiser New 
Orleans, which will remain in those wa- 
ters until the commission is ready to return 
to the United States. Admiral Schley will 
be accompanied to Porto Rico by the fol- 
lowing members of his staff, now attached 
to the cruiser Brooklyn, which ig at New 
York:

W. Wells, Jr., and Ensign Edward McCau- 
ley, Jr. 

The order for Admiral Schley to fly his 
flag on the New Orleang is made in order 
to keep him constructively on sea while 
serving on the evacuation commission, thus 
entitling him to the highest pay of his 
rank, viz: $6,000 per annum. 

It was for the same reason that the navy 
department decided to keep Admiral W. T. 
Sampson in nominal command of the 
north Atlantic squa@ron while he is in 
Havana as a member ur the Cuban evacu- 
ation commission. Hig flag will be dils- 
played on the auxillary cruiser Resolute, 
which will take the most of the commission 
to Havana. 

General Butler, one of the members of 
the Cuban commission, was at the war 
department today in conference with the 
officials regarding the duties of the com- 
mission.

CZAR’S CIRCULAR DISCUSSED. 


~~: 


Press of European Countries Comment 
on the Card. 

London, August 29.—The papers are filled 
with discussions, comments and opinions 
as to the circular of the Emperor Nicholas. 
The most world-shaking event could have 
hardly produced such a coup as this sug- 
gestion, the fruition of which is regarded 
on all sides as an absolute Impossibility. 

This being holiday season, it is difficult 
to obtain the opinions of public men on 
the subject. The religious world, however, 
loudly welcomes and praises the czar’s no- 
ble initiative. Numerous bishops have al- 
ready publicly expressed their views in 
that sense, 

Among statesmen interviewed, Lord Kim- 
berly, liberal leader, declined to express a 
hasty opinion beyond saying that the pro- 
posal was one of the utmost importance. 

The marquis of Ripon said: “IT heartily 
wish the proposal all success.” 

Sir Charles Dilke, radical member of par- 
liament, remarked: 


“The Russian peace footing of nearly a 
million regulars exceeds the peace feoting 
of Germany, Austria and Italy combined. 
Thus it ‘has been in Russia’s power to re- 
duce the land forces by diminishing her 
own in connection with a similar action on 
the part of Germany. 

‘French public opinion is not prepared 
for disarmament, which would mean, as 
things stand now, an acceptance of the 
Alsace-Loraine situation. Naval disarma- 
ment would be danverous for Great Britain. 
Any formal pla= wuld involve subsequent 
breaches of faith, but if Germany and Rus- 
sia will cease increasing their forces. we 
can _— them without a forme! agreée- 
ment. 


Naturally all persons and societies con- 
nected with peace and arbitration move- 
ments are jubilant, Te pope wired his 
congratulations ao Emperor Nicholas im- 
mediately and offered every assistance in 
his power to promote the proposed confer- 
ence. 


Germany Needs Ships. 

Berlin, August 29.—The North German 
Gazette, referring today to the czar’s ptace 
conference proposals, remarks: 

“Our armaments were never intended for 
selfish motives. We are willing to give a 
fair trial to another method of attaining 
the object at a smaller cost.”’ 

The National Zeitung says: 

“The czar and his ministers have not 
deluded themselves with the idea that they 
can rid the world of the causes which for 
years have been responsible for the grow- 
ing armaments. When a great power, how- 
ever, addresses such proposals to others, 
they will be recognized everywhere as de- 
serving of the most serious consideration.” 

The Vossiche Zeitung expresses the opin- 
ion that the importance of the note does 
not lie in the proposal for a conference, but 
in its conception. The Post eulogizes the 
cZar’s motives, which, it adds, ‘‘must every- 
where arouse sympathy.”’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung says: “No one can 
yet appreciate the real significance of the 
note. Its bitter sweet reception in France 
shows it will meet with universal ap- 
proval.” 

According to The Hamburger Correspon- 
denz, the note will remain forever an im- 
perishable monument to the fame of Em- 
peror Nicholas. Continuing, the paper 
says: 

“It stands to reason that Germany wel- 
comes the proposal in the most glad man- 
ner and is prepared to co-operate :n the 
| sacred work.” 

France Distrusts It. 

Paris, August 29.—The French newspa- 
pers generally distrust the practicability 
of the czar’s peace scheme and clearly in- 
dicate that France would make the restora- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine a prerequisite to 
her panticipating in the conference. 


SUSTAINED BY RUSSIAN PAPERS 


Czar Nicholas’s Proposal Is Given 
Warm Support. 


St. Petersburg, August 29.—The newspa- 
pers here declare that the czar’s n-erifesto 
will constitute a turning point ‘n history.

Hungarian Historian Discusses the 
Much Talked of Peace Note.

RUSSIA RELIEVING SUFFERERS. 


Failure of Harvests Is Causing Hun: 
ger in Provinces. 

St. Petersburg, August 99 —Owing to the 
failure of tihe harvest in the 
provinces of Samara, Saratof, Simbirik, 
Viatka and Perm, where the crops are 
almost worthless and even the landed gen- 
try are beginning to ask the government 
for relief. the government is adopting 
measures to relieve the sufferers. The dis- 
tress, however, is becoming more acute 
every day. 

The peasants are denuding their cottages 
of thatches in order to feed the stock. 
In spite of all that can be done cattle and 
horses are dying in great numbers. The 
government officials are very slow -n 
getting the relief measures into effect, and 
the only relief thus far has been the 
granting of permission to the peasants to 
gather faggots in the woods for fuel .and 
to collect dried leaves for fodder. 

The peasamts are exhausted from lack 
of food and unless the promised supplies 
are speedily sent the suffering will be 
terrible.

Those in position to know 
the whole truth of the matter are reticent 
on the subject, and nothing defimite can 
be ascertained from them, One gentleman, 
who ought to know, says the 
rumor is exaggerated. He states it may 
®e true that Judge Speer will spend ail 
of the coming winter in Savannah except 
so much as may be necessary to hold court 
m Macon and Augusta, and that Judge 
Speer does not intend to sell his beautiful 
home, “The Cedars.”’ in Vineville, Macon’s 
lovely suburb, but that he will reside at 
“The Cedars’ when he comes to Macon 
to hold court. 

There are many who believe that Judge 
Speer is seriously considering the subject 
of transferring his residence from Macon 
to Suvanmah, and certain Macon friends 
of Judge Speer have been bringing pres- 
sure to bear on him to persuade him to 
remain in Macon. Judge Speer is now en 
route to some point among the great lakes 
of the northwest to escape from his an- 
nual attack of hay fever, and he cannot 
be seen to ascertain his intention relative 
to his future residence. 

The Hatcher Incident. 

Rumor says that the reason Judge Speer 
is contemplating removing from Macon 
is that he is very sore over the Hatcher 
incident, that happened last June at the 
commencement exercises of the Gresham 
High school at the Academy of Music. It 
will be remembered that voung Hatcher 
was to have delivered on this occasion an 
extract from Judge Speer’s New Orleans 
Rattle Abbey speech, but he was forbidden 
te Co so because Judge Speer was the au- 
thor of the oration. The Hatcher incident 
may not be the reason thet actuates Judge 
Speer to contemplate removing from Ma- 
con, but rumor ascribes it as the cause. 
Those nearest to Judge Speer Know that 
he is sore about the matter. 

Personal to the Judge. 

About two years ago the air was filled 
with rumors that Judge Speer intended to 
remove from Macon to Augusta, and the 
reason assigned at that time was because 
of a proposition to make a new United 
States court district, which friends of 
Judge Speer claimed was intended to get 
him in some other district than Macon, 
and the movement was regarded as per- 
sonal against Judge Speer, just as they 
considered the Hatcher incident pergonal 
to him. On this occasion citizens of Macon 
gave a complimentarv banauet to Judge 
Speer in evidence of their appreciation of 
his court and their desire for him to 
continue his residence in Macon. The Au- 
gusta people at that time were anxious 
to get Judge Speer to make his home 
there and they made complimentary over- 
tures to him, and it was thought Judge 
Speer was favorably disposed to Augusta, 
but this time. if rumor is true, his mind 
is inclined rather to Savannah than Au- 
gusta. When Judge Speer was first ap- 
pointed judge of the Southern district he 
resiaed in Savannah, but soon removed tv 
Macon and has been here ever since, at 
least, twelve years.

Surgeon General Explains Attitude To- 
wards Red Cross Society.

NOT HOSTILE TO ASSOCIATION 


Head of Medical Department of the 
Army Answers Charges Made. 


DECLARES THEY ARE WHOLLY WRONG 


He Asserts That He Issued Orders To 
Aid the Society in Every 
Possible Way. 


statement regarding the medical corps of 
the American National Red Cross Society, 
was given out by Surgeon General Stern- 


berg today: 
“Owing to the pressure of my official 
duties I have not heretofore felt justified 
in taking the time to make an explanation 
with reference to my attitude toward whe 
American National Red Cross Society. 
“Tt has been repeatedly “charged in the 
newspapers that I am hostile to this or- 
ganization and have refused to accept its 
assistance in the care of our sick and 
wounded soldiers, and that as a result of 
this refusal there has been unnecessary 
suffering. 

“These charges are without foundation, 
xcept in so far as I have objected to the 
sending of female nurses with troops in 
the field engaged in active operations. I 
have a Red Cross corps in the army, en- 
listed men, whose duty it is to render first 
aid to the wounded upon the field of battle 
and to care ‘for the sick in our division 
field hospitals, and I have been of the 
opinion that female nurses would be an 


tncumbrance to troops during active oper- 
ations: but so soon as serious sickness de- 
veloped in our camps and it became nec- 
essary to treat typhoid fever cases in our 
field hospitals, I gladly accepted the ser- 
vices of trained female nurses for ihe di- 
vision field ‘hospitals, and in our general 
hospitals we have employed them from the 
first. The general testimony ‘from the sur- 
geons in charge of these hospitals has 
been that their services have been of great 
value. Very many of these trained nurses 
have been obtained through the kind as- 
sistance of the Red Cross Society for main- 
tenance of trained nurses, auxiliary No. 3, 
and I desire to express my high apprecia- 
tion of the valuable service rendered to 
the medical department of the army by 
this organization. 
Shows His Attitude. 

“My gerititude toward relief associations 
is shown by an indorsement dated May 
Sth, upon a letter addressed by Rev. Hen- 
ry C. McCook, of Phiiadelphia, to the 
president, and referred to me for remark: 

“‘*May 5, 1898.—Respectfully returned to 
the adjutant general of the army: The 
plan proposed for the organization of a 
relicf association appears to have been 
well considered. But it is a question 
whether the president should give special 
privileges to any particular organization. 
Other prominent, individuals in different 
parts of the country may be organizing for 
the same purpose. One such proposition 
has come to me from Chicago, While I 
approve in a general way of organizations 
for the relief work proposed, it appears to 
me that it will be best not to give, in 
advance, exclusive privileges to any one 
particular organization. In case of need, 
assistance should be accepted from any 
organization prepared to give it.’ 

“This hag been my guiding principle 
throughout, that relief needed snould be 
promptly accepted without reference to 
the sources from which it comes. The 
relief afforded by the National Red Cross 
at Siboney was promptly accepted by the 
surgeons on the spot, but it is evident that 
it was entirely inadequate to meet the 
emergency. 

‘‘A committee of the American National 
Red Cross Association called upon me in 
my office in Washington some time in ad- 
vance of the landing of our troops in 
Santiago, making an offer of assistance.

Surgeon General Wyman Receives 

Gratifying Reports. 

Washington, August 29.-—-Gratifying re- 
ports have been received by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman from the places where yellow 
fever recently made its appearance, and the 
hope of that official is that it will be 
stamped our without difficu-ty. 

State Health Officer Porter, of Florida, 
wires there is no excitement at Key West, 
where the fever was reported among the 
marines, and no one is preparing to leave 
the city. Such as desire to leave will be 
permitted to do so upon presenting certifi- 
aetes of immunity or remaining in the de- 
tention camp at Egmont Key for five 
to ten days. 

The cases which made their appearance 
at Franklin, La., are getting weil, and at 
Galveston, where the fever is said to nave 
made its appearance among the soldiers.

are recovering.

The Czar as a Peacemaker. 


The entrance of the czar of Russia into 
the field of peace is one which which 
will strike the world with astonishment. 

The czar represents more than does 
any other monarch of the world that 
idea of absolutism in which the people 
are but fly specks, and public opinion 
only finds itsecho through the mind of 
the reigning monarch. ‘The terrors and 
cruelties of Siberia are so vivid that it is 
hard to put them out of mind when we 
read that the sovereign under whose 
authority they have been enacted, now 
appeals to the world for the disarma- 
ment of forces and a period of peace. 

While peace is something much to be 
desired, and will engage the good wishes 
of all civilized people, yet there are diffi- 
culties in the way of such development. 
As a preliminary to perfect peace, several 
things are necessary, one of which is 
that the rights of the people should be 
recognized the world over, and that the 
hand of tyranny should be raised from 
its terrible work. As long as there is a 
human being groaning beneath the 
heavy load of absolutism, and as long 
as there is a nation, such for instance 
as Poland, whose rights have been 
swept away and whose people are groan- 
ing in chains, it is idle to talk of that 
perfect peace which good men would 
desire to prevail the world over. It may 
be well for crowned heads and 
privileged classes and strong nations 
throttling weaker, to cry out peace, 
when there can be no peace, and when 
there will be none until the brotherhood 
of man has produced conditions much 
more advanced*than those which exist 
at the present time. 

There is another feature of the czar’s 
desire for peace which will strike the 
world peculiarly at the present time. The 
greatest disturber of the balance of the 
powers in the world at the present date 
is the very empire over which the czar 
rules, and the peace of the world is 
threatened by his forces more than by 
those of any other nation. Indeed, we 
have pending at the very instant this

The czar’s plea, therefore, will do for 
a nine days’ wonder, it will do to dis- 
cuss and talk about, but in the mean- 
time armed millions will still tread the 
fields of Europe and they will be look- 
ing askance at those other.armed mil- 
lions who are watching them from the 
steppes of Russia.

‘There is always some- 
thing to be learned from these matter 
of fact items, and more attention should 
be given to them. We are just in receipt 
of some data from the bureau of statis- 
tics bearing directly upon this obServa- 
tion, and we proceed to give our read- 
ers the benefit of the information which 
has thus come to us. 

‘According to the last official census 
returns, there were 22,735,961 persons 
employed in gainful occupations in the 
United States. Of this number 82.78 per 
cent were males and 17.22 per cent 
cent were females. Roughly classified, 
there were 9,013,336 persons employed 
in agriculture, fisheries and mining; 
944,333 in professional work; 4,360,577 in 
domestic and personal service; 3,326,122 
in trade and transportation, and 5,091,- 
293 in manufacturing industries. 

Going somewhat more into detail, 
there were 611,482 carpenters and join- 
ers, 499,690 dressmakers and milliners, 
690,658 merchants and dealers, 1,000,090 
bookkeepers, clerks and salesmen, 5,28'1,- 
577 farmers, planters and overseers, 
3,004,000 agricultural laborers, 349,592 
miners, 60,000 fishermen and oystermen, 
347,344 professors and teachers, 104,805 
physicians and surgeons, 89,630 lawyers, 
88,203 clergymen, 79,664 government offi- 
cials, 63,155 musicians, 43,299 engineers 
and surveyors, 22,496 artists and art 
teachers, 21,849 journalists and 9,728 
actors. 

From the foregoing inventory it will 
be observed that Americans are given 
to various occupations, but while this 
is true, there are fewer persons employed 
in gainful occupations in the United 
States in proportion to population than 
there are in almost any other country 
which might be cited, This is due to 
various considerations. but we have 
not time to go into them at present. 


The Nicaragua Canal. 

We quote the following brief para- 
graph from The London Statist, show- 
ing the importance of the proposed Nic- 
aragua canal from the British stand- 
point: 


It will afford a ready outlet in the Pacific 
for the cotton, live stock, wheat and other 
foodstuffs of the Mississippi states, and 
for the coal, iron and machinery of the 
southern states of North America. The 
mouths of the Mississippi, the Hudson and 
the Amazon are within a few days’ gail of 
where the canal will be cut. A narrow 
isthmus at present shuts off the producing 
states of the (Atlantic seaboard from a con- 
suming area which contains three-fourths 
of the population of the world. Remove 
that barrier, and, as Maury graphically 
puts it, “this country (America) is placed 
midway between Europe and Asja, and the 
Carribean sea becomes the center of the 
world and the focus of the world’s com- 
merce,”’ 

This is substantially the argument 
which Americans themselves have been 
making, but they insist that the canal 
shall be the exclusive property of the 
government in order that complications 
may be avoided. For strategic as well 
as for commercial reasons they insist 
that the canal ought to be built, and 
there is little reason to doubt that it 
will be built within the next few years. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


On August 3lst next S%ueen Wilhelmina 
of Holland will celebrate the eighteenth an- 
niversary of her birth by formally acceding 
to the crown of her ancestors. Kilaborate 
preparations have been made for the ap- 
proaching ceremonies and there exists 
widespread joy throughout the kingdom 
over the anticipated coronation of the 
young sovereign. Since Queen Wilhelmina 
will wear the crown jewels of Holland on 
that occasion it becomes of interest at this 
time to inquire into the ltistory of these 
royal jewels. On September 29, 1829, King 
William II of Holland left the palace at 
Brussels with his court ror the Chateau de 
Laeken, leaving the crown jewels at Brus- 
sels in the care of a few attendants. Sen- 
tries were placed round the palace, but at 
the most open place ghere was no gentry, 
and here a thief made his entrance and 
was able to steal all the jewels. For a 
tong time a very high personage at court 
Was suspected, and for many months he 
was followed by detectives, while the gOv- 
ernment offered a reward of 50,WWwW guiden 
for the discovery of the thief. Almost two 
years later, on July 28, 1831, a certain Jean 
Roumage appeared before the Dutch am- 
bassader at Washington, and told nim that 
he had found che thief in the person of an 
[talian.named Palari, who was staying with 
his lover, a lady of Brussels, in a French 
inn in New York. The American police, at 
the instigation of the Dutch ambassagor 
(M. de Huygins), seized the guilty pair, but 
Only found half the jewels on them, but the 
others were later discovered to be buried 
in the ground in the churchyard at Green- 
wood, neur New York. The Frenchman 
(M. Roumage) who had reported the dis- 
cuvery of the Jewels to the Dutch ambas- 
sador had his full confidence, and he went 
with the lady of Brussels to recover the 
jewels from the churchyard. The lady, how- 
ever, persuaded him to retain most of the 
things and only to give up a portion to the 
embassy, after which he fled with her to 
Philadelphia, and from there set sail for 
Liverpool. in Liverpool the guilty pair 
were taken on their arrival by the police,

From The Washington Post. 

Admiral W. 8. Schley was welcomed to 
Washington yesterday in a manner that 
must have been extremely gratifying to 
him. There was no mistaking the sincerity 
of the enthusiasm which animated those 
who gathered to congratulate and hail him; 
naither was it possible to imagine that 
his grateful acknowledgment of the honor 
carried with it any feeling of ostentation 
or vaingloriousness. He bore himself as 
modestly as his warmest friends could 
have desired, although he did not attempt 
to conceal the pride and gratification he 
derived from the fervor of his admirers. 

We venture to say—and we willingly re- 
fer tne decision to events—that Admiral 
Schley is not in any way responsible for 
the unfortunate controversy which has 
arisen over the Santiago affair, and in the 
agitation of which, thus far, Admiral 
Sampson's friends, such as Captain Ma- 
han, have been chiefly conspicuous.

did not understand then, as did the physi- 
cians, that the time was near when the 
neat and clean little row of tents which 
we admired so much would become cr »wded 
with mangled and moaning men; when the 
medicine chests shou,d be torn ope2n, when 
the clean white cots would be soaked vith 
blood. and when amputated arms and legs 
would be thrown in piles about the metal 
operating tables.

It was before daylight on the morning of 
the ist of July that we began cur ad- 
vance upon the Spanish outposts, and v. ren 
the sun shone upon a :ine of nen limping, 
falling, crawling along the trail toward the 
rear, begging water from their comrades 
who were rushing forward and piteously 
inquiring the way to the nearest hospital, 
Wwe newspaper men gave our horses to 
them and walked. General Wheeler, too 
weak to ride, was being carried to the 
front in an ambulance, but he climbed out 
of it in order that the wounded men might 
take his place. , 

By 2 o'clock in the afternoon of that 
awful day Dr. Wood’s hospital, midway 
between the fighting line and the corps 
headquarters, was mot only filled, but a 
long row of men lay groaning and tossing 
in the grass awaiting their turn to be lift- 
ed upon the tables in the receiving tent, 
about which stern-visaged doctors, naked 
from the waist up and bloody as butchers 
in an abbatoir, worked like demons to 
dress the endless array of wounds brought 
to them. It was a sight to sicken the heart 
of a veteran surgeon. but these young 
men never failed nor flickered. Dr. Wood 
himseif received the first case that came 
in, and thereafter never left the receiving 
tent. Late that night I rode in to see if I 
could get from him a list of the mames of 
the wounded and of those who had died 
since being brought to him, and I will 
never forget the spirit and liberality with 
which he swore at me for suggesting that 
that he had found time to take names. 
He had then been at work more than six- 
teen houfts. 

When not omly Dr. Wood's tents were 
full, but more than 200 wounded men were 
writhing in the grass in front awaiting 
attention, he stationed an officer in the 
trail to notify all others who might apply 
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A Field Physician's Tent. 
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for treatment to push on ahead to Sibaney 
and apply to Dr. LaGarde. It meant a walk 
or a Fide of six miles further, but it could 
not be helped. and there was no more ter- 
rible sight during the war than the awful 
procession through which we had to pass 
that day carrying our dispatches. A little 


after 1 o'clock in the afternoon the pro- 
vision wagons were brought out to assist 
the omnibuses and ambulamces in carrying 
the wounded, and they were made ac com- 
fortable as possible by piling fresh grass 
in the bottom and building a canopy of 
palm leaves over the top.

Reunion Association Decides To Establish 
One in the City. 


ACTION WAS TAKEN YESTERDAY 


To Take Charge of the Matter. 


MEETS WITH ALMOST UNANIMOUS APPROVAL 


The Abbey Will Contain Relics and 
Records of the Part Georgia Took 
in the Civil War. 


ATLANTA IS TO HAVE A BATTLE 
abbey of her own, in which relics and rec- 
ords of the civil war, collected in Georgia, 
will be kept for the benefit of the public 
and for preservation. 

This matter was decided on at the meet- 
ing of the Confederate Reunion Associa- 
tion yesterday afternoon, after having 
been fully discussed and after meeting the 
unanimous approval of those present at the 
meeting. A committe of five will be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the matter. 

The idea of establishing a battle abbey 
in this city is original with Colonel R. F. 
Maddox, who has taken a deep interest 
in the matter and who first brought it to 
the attention of the Reunion Association. 
He is deeply interested in the plan and be- 
lieves it will result in considerable good. 

It is proposed that the abbey shall not be 
confined to Atlanta or to Fulton county, 
but shall be a state institution. It will be 
for the reception of relics and records of 
the state of Georgia during the civil war. 
It will be similar to institutions of a like 
Nature in other states, and its object will 
be to preserve and display relics of the 
part Georgia took in the civil strife. 

At the meeting yesterday Colonel Mad- 
dox said: 

“In reference to the matter of establish- 
ing a battle abbey in Atlanta, I have here 
& set of resolutions which I think cover 
the question. They are as follows: 


“ “Resolved, That a committee of five be 
appointed by the president of the Confed- 
erate Reunion Association for the purpose 
of establishing a battle abbey where the 
confederate veterans can place relics of 

e late war between the states. This com- 
mittee to be authorized to take the whole 
question in charge and make any and all 
hecessary arrangements to carry it through 
to success.’ 

‘There will be no trouble in obtaining 
& room in the state capitol for this pur- 
pane and if necessary we can obtain per- 
io from the legislature to use a 


The resolutions received several seconds, 
and a number of those present made re- 
marks on them.

White Teachers Ordered To Be at Scheel 
and Give Lists te Premeted Pupils. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION MEETS 


Session Was Quiet, but a Number of 
Matters Were Acted On. 


RESOLUTION ON GUARDIANSHIP QUESTION 


Children Who Have Guardians Here, 
but Whose Parents Live Else- 
where, Will Not Be Admitted. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION MET 
yesterday afternoon in its room at the 
Boys’ High School and transacted a con- 
siderable amount of business. The meet- 
ing adjourned until Thursday afternoon, at 
which time the regular monthly meeting of 
the board will take place. 

The board instructed Superintendent 
Slaton to issue an official order requiring 
the white teachers of the grammar schools 
to be at their various class-rooms in the 
different school buildings next Wednesday 
morning at 9 o'clock, for the purpose of is- 
suing lists of the school books to the chil- 
dren who were promoted last June or who 
were promoted and transferred. The order 
also announces the fact that there wil] be 
no normal class Wednesday. 

The official order is as follows: 

“All white teachers of the grammar 
schools are required to report at their 
several school buildings Wednesday morn- 
ing, August 30th, to give new book lists to 
the promoted children. 

“By order of the board of education. 

“W. F, SLATON, Superintendent.” 

The order applies to only the white teach- 
ers and only to the grammar schools. Thé 
order is also intended to be a notice to the 
children of the public schools of the city 
who were promoted last June or who were 
promoted and transferred, to go to their 
schools Wednesday afternoon and obtain 
the lists of mew books. The order applies 
only to the children who were promoted 
and Superintendent Slaton insists that 
those who were not promoted and who 
have just received new tickets for entrance 
this year, do not put in an appearance 
Wednesday. If they do they will not be 
waited on by the teachers. 

This action is taken by the board in 
order to facilitate the matter of allowing 
the children time to obtain books. When 
all the tickets are issued on the day of 
the opening of schools there is such a rush 
at the book stores that many are unable 
to get their books, The new arrangement 
gives the children, or rather a large ma- 
jority of them, sufficient time in which to 
Obtain their books. 


Work of the Board Yesterday. 

The board of education yesterday decided 
that only Wentworth’s Higher Arithmetic 
shall be used in the high schools and that 
White’s Greek Prose Composition shall 
be dropped from the list. SupeFintendent 
Slaton and Assistant Superintendent Lan- 
drum, to Whom was referred the matter of 
choosing between Frye’s Elements of and 
Primary Geography, reported in favor of 
the former, and this was adopted by the 
board. x 

The board received and accepted the 
resignations of Miss Belle Winter, of the 
fifth grade, Fair street school, and Miss 
Angela Otis, of the third grade, Crew street 
school. Miss Melson, of the Girl’s High 
Shool, was reported upmable to begin work 
on account of illness, and Miss Maud Smiih 
Was assigned to her place temporarily. 
Miss Walsh, first grade, State street school, 
was allowed to change places with Miss 
Miss Gibbs, first grade, Ira street school. 

It was reported to the board that persons 
in the city are getting out papers of guar- 
dianship for children whose parents reside 
in other cities. The rules of the board re- 
quire that the parent or guardian of the 
children shall live in the city of Atlanta. 
In this connection, Mr, Rosser introduced 
the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

‘“‘*Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
board that a child having a guardian living 
in Atlanta shall not be construed under 
rule No. 80, to entitle that child to attend- 
ance in the public schools in cases where 
such child has a parent or parents that is 
non-resident. 

‘‘Resolved, That the superintendent be in- 
structed to enforce this construction in 
serene to cards of admission already is- 
sued.’’ 

The finance committee submitted a re- 
port whidh told of the alterations and im- 
provements which have been made in the 
various school buildings. The report spoke 
of the insurance on the buildings and 
stated that the committee had succeeded 
in reducing this 10 or 20 per cent. 

Resolutions were adopted placing the 
matter of suspension of pupils entirely in 
the thands of the superintendent and mak- 
ing it unnecessary for him to report them 
to the board. Resolutions were adopted 
giving the superintendent and assistant 
superintendent the privilege of debating 
matters that come before the board meet- 
ings. Mr. Pappenheimer introduced a reso- 
lution changing rule No. 61, prohibiting 
teachers employed by the board from 
teaching children from their own classes 
in the afternoons for pay during any 
school term. This allows the teachers to 
teach during the afternoon, provided the 
children are not from their own classes. 
The matter of selecting science books for 
the high schools was deferred until the 
meeting next Thursday. 

A resolution was adopted prohibiting the 
teachers from questioning the principals, 
superintendent and assistant superintend- 
ent concerning the efficiency of teachers, 
regarding whom they may contemplate 
making a report to the board of education, 

The board then adjourned until Thursday 


afternoon.

Remainder of Meedy & Brewster Stock 
Put Up at Auction. 


SALE BRINGS ABOUT $36,000 


Eighty Per Cent of Original Value 
Realized Yesterday. 


MANY BIDDERS PRESENT TO BUY G00DS 


Judge Lumpkin Will Confirm the Sale 
as Soon as Receiver Hirsch Pre- 
pares His Report. 


ALL THE STOCK OF THE LATE 
Moody & Brewster dry goods and notions 
establishment was sold yesterday. Nearly 
everything remaining of the assets of the 
defunct concern in the two stores has 
been converted into cash. Receiver Hirsch 
considers the sales very successful, end a 
large percentage of the costs of the goods 
and their present market value has been 
realized. 

The goods that were in the Pryor sireet 
store and some of those in the Loyd street 
warehouse were sold. The Pryor etreet 
store stock was bought by Messrs. W. W. 
Stovall & Brother. 

A large number of merchants from At- 
lanta and other cities in and out of the 
state were present and bid on the st%ck, 
There was no slowness in the work of auc- 
tioneering the goods, and those who had 
come to buy made their bids quickly, caus- 
ing the sale to consume but jittle tue... The 
stock in the Pryor street store, which was 
largely unclaimed goods, was sold for $20,- 
418.37, which is 7044 per cent of their inven- 
toried value, which was $29,065.29. 

The office fixtures brought more at the 
auction than the inventory price. Re- 
ceiver Hirsch thhad placed their value at 
$216, and they were bid off at $217. ‘his 
was a record breaker and a surprise to 
many of those present. There were » num- 
ber of bidders. 

At the Loyd street store the claimed ard 
unclaimed goods remaining from te for- 
mer sale were sold for an aggregate of 
$20,000. The goods here Were not sold in 
bulk, but were divided into small iots, sume 
of which brought sevefal thousand dollars, 
and others that were sold for a few dol- 
lars. 

One lot of the goods was bid off at 97 
cents on the dollar, and another at & certs, 
these being the ‘highest and lowest sales 
of the day. Auctioneer Johnstén lost no 
time in selling the goods. The average 
eales for the day will be about 80 cents on 
the dollar, or about $36,000 for all tim: goods 
sold. The amount sold on the :urmer sale 
was about $20,000, making the total velue 
of the stock of the firm $65,000. The value 
of the stock had been variously estimated 
to be worth from $50,000 to $100,0W0.

FALL OF SLAVERY DESCRIBED. 


American Stwcial Science Association. Is 
Now in Session. 

Saratoga Springs, N. Y., August 29.—The 
American Social Science Association be- 
gan its general annual meeting here this 
evening. It will continue in session in 
five days. The annual address was made 
by the president. Hon. Simon Baldwin, 
LL.D.. of New Haven, Conn. 

The president’s opening address was on 
“The History of American Morals.’’ The 
fall of slavery was thus described: 

‘Tt is true that the war was not begun, 
nor even waged to suppress slavery. But 
it is true also that all men saw that the 
suppression of slavery might follow. And 
it is true that to many in the north it 
was a_holy war from the outset, because 
they regarded it as a struggle for the free- 
dom of every American, white or black. 

“So the destruction of the Maine was 
not the cause of our war with Spain, but 
it lay behind the cause. It waked the sen- 
timents of vengeance. which had to be 
appeased. Popular feeling gives the life 
to war, and shapes its ends. . 

“The north had convinced itself, I think 
rightfully, that it was not responsible for 
the sin of slavery; but it knew that slavery 
was a sin. The south had convinced itself 
that slavery was an inheritance from the 
past, for which the presént generation was 
not responsible; that universal emancipa- 
tion meant either anarchy or ne supre- 
macy; and that the only rule of safety 
te Naan errr ae be. rhe conviction of the

Clevelana, O.,; August 29.—All negotiations 
berween the American Wire and Steel Com- 
pany and their striking employees having 
been deciared off, the strikers have again 
taken up the battle and say they will fight 
it to the bitter end. 

Hundreds of strikers mounted picket 
guard around the plants of the company 
last night in anticipation ot an attempt to 
smuggle in additional employees.

m. today 400 strikers were posted, cover- 
ing every approach to the works. Each 
workman, as he came along, was inter- 
cepted by a committee, who asked him to 
stay away from the works.

Washington, August 29.—Already several 
of the states have filed with the cecre- 
tary of treasury claims for reimbursement 
for expenditures growing out of the war. 
Auditor Brown, of the treasury dcpurt- 
ment, in speaking of these claims, said: 

“There seems to be a misapprehension 
on the part of some of the claimants. Cred- 
itors cannot present their accounts direct 
to the war department. The law yrovides 
that all accounts must be paid by the 
states and the general government will re- 
imburse the states. 

The principal delay likely to be vcca- 
sioned in the settlement of the claims arises 
from the failure in some cases to prop- 
erly receipt the bills and have them ap- 
proved by the governor.

THE PASSING THRONG.

“Among the passengers on the Washing- 
ton and Southwestern limited express on 
which I left New York a few days ago 
was a g0od-looking young fellow with 
piercing black eyes, jet black hair and 
moustache. His pallor was evident to all 
the passengers, and when he hobbled down 
down tke aisle on two crutches to his seat 
much sympathy was expressed,” suid A. J. 
Meister. ‘‘He wore.” continued Mr. Meister. 
“the conventional hat of the United States 
trooper. The hat was drawn to a peak now 
so familiar to every one. His left foot was 
drawn up; from the knee to the ankle 
the limb was swathed in bandages. H®# took 
a seat behind me. and we were soon en- 
gaged in conversation. 

“I learned that he was a regular in the 
United States army, was a southerner of 
excellent family and means, and that he 
lived in Baltimore. He was wounded in 
the terrible fight at San Juan hill, on July 
Ist. A Mauser bullet tore a hole through 
his left calf. The wound refused to heal, 
and after being in several hospita’s in New 
York the young trooper was sent home at 
the request of his family. 

“This is the story the soldier told me: 

‘I went into the regular army against 
the wishes of my parents. I was wild and 
restless, end when iI got through 
college I looked around for  some- 
thing to do. I could not hit 
on anything congenial, and so I went into 
the army. I became a member of a cavalry 
company, and early in the war we were 
ordered to Santiago. We went, but as you 
Know, could not use our horses. It was 
at the fight on San Juan hill that I was 
wounded. During the thick of the fight. 
while bullets were screarning and whistling 
all around us, I heard a warning cry. I 
ducked just as a shell flew over my head. 
It went past with a shrill, wailing sound 
that froze the blood of half who heard fit. 
I turned to see who had called to me. 
It was my brother—the brother whom 1 
thought was eafe and sound in Baltimore. 

‘“**Fred,’ I cried, ‘what are you’ doing 
here?’. © 

**“*Fighting,’ he -replied , 

““Ahd’ there in the thi¢dk of the battle 
we shook hands. Just as he opened his 
mouth to speak to me again a bullet struck 
him in the head. He reeled and fell in my 
arms. Thus he died. with the blood gushing 
out of that awful wound down over his 
face. I laid him gently on the ground, and 
plunged into the fighting again. It was not 
long before I felt as if some one had kick- 
ed me in the calf of the leg. I looked down 
and found that I had been badly shot. My 
leggings were torn away. The bullet went 
clean through the flesh, flattening as it 
passed out oh the other side. I was shot 
three times in that engagement. One ball 
struck me in the face and made a long 
scratch wound. The third one was a tri- 
fling one across the back of the right hand. 
You never saw such fighting us tnere was 
on that day. Our men battled like demons. 
A Spanish general whom all praised for 
hig bravery, stood on the edge of a trench 
urging his men to fight. He waved his 
sword, cursed, raved and stamped in plain 
sight of our forces. He was stich a con- 
spicuous target that he was soon shot 
down. As he toppled over into the trench 
the Spaniards came out of the excavation 
like ants out of a hole. They fled in ail 
directions, completely demoralized. As long 
as they had a leader they could fight, but 
as soon as their leader was killed they 
became utterly worthless as soldiers.’ "’

‘NO DRATH AT POST 
SINCE SATURDAY 


There Are Now 700 Men in the Hos- 
pitals with 450 Fever Patients. 


MORTALITY I$ VERY LIGHT 


Four More Trained Nurses Arrived 
Yesterday, Making Seventy-Five. 


LIEUTENANT BRADLEY DANGEROUSLY ILL 


He Was Brought from Tampa Two 
Weeks Ago with the Fever—His 
Condition Dangerous. 


AMONG THE 700 PATIENTS IN THE 
hospitals of Fort McPherson there has 
not been a death from any cause since 
"last Saturday morning, and the inspection 
of the wards, particularly those in which 
the fever patients are confined, by Major 
Taylor yesterday morning’ disclosed the 
fact that there are only a few of the sol- 
diers who are dangerously ill, while the 
great majority of the men are on the road 
to recovery and may soon be on the con- 
valescent list. 

Compared with other army camps in the 
United States, principally the ones located 
at Montauk Point, N. Y., and at Fernan- 
dina, Fla., the mortality at Fort Me- 
Pherson has been extremely light. The 
worst types of fever from the army camps 
in Florida and the one at Chickamauga 
have been brought to Atlanta and the 
number of patients at the post has gone 
up as high as £00. The morning report en- 
tered last Saturday showed that there 
were then 717 men in the hospital with 
about 450 fever patients. 

The number of deaths for the last few 
weeks will not average more than one each 
day, while with a little over 2,000 soldiers 
the mortality at Camyp Wikoff has not only 
been large, but has grown to be alarming 
and may soon be the subject of official 
investigation by the government. 

All of the rooms in the four hospitals 
at Fort McPherson are now occupied with 
the exception of a few that are reserved 


| for an emergency, together with several 


of the hospital tents at the -west end of 
the grounds. In these tents, which are the 
only ones open to the public, nothing is 
contained but the cots and mattresses, 
with no linen, since there are no occupants 
for the beds. Seeing the bare furnishings 
of the rooms with sheets and pillow cases 
missine many persons have been led to 
believe that all the wards are fitted up 
in that way and generous hearted people 
who only have a desire to let the officials 
off as easy as possible send contributions 
in liren occasionally to hefp the govern- 
ment out of its difficulty. 

Four additional trained nurses arrived at 
the post yesterday from the north, in- 
creasing the number of nurses now at 
“work in the wards to seventy-five, count- 
‘ing those who came in last week. This 
number does not fnelude the men of the 
hospital corps who were the old army 
nurses before the war and who are now 
acting in the capacity of assistants to the 
female nurses, 

During the last week as many as twenty- 
five convalescents were reported for duty 
with their regiments, after having been 
first examined by the surgeons and de- 
clared well enough to leave the care of 
physicians. Yesterday nine of the men were 
furnished transportation and commutation 
of rations, some being sent to Montauk 
Point to join their regiments and others to 
Huntsville, Ala. 

Lieutenant Bradley Very Il. 

First Lieutenant Joun J. Bradley, of the 
Fifth infantry, who was brought to the 
post two weeks ago on the hospital train 
from Tampa, was considered very low 
by the physicians attending him yesterday. 
Lieutenant Bradley was attacked with ty- 
phoid fever soon after joining his. regi- 
ment at Tampa, and the surgeon of the 
regiment advised his removal to Fort Mc- 
Pherson at once. Since coming the of- 
ficer’s condition has given the surgeons 
much worry, and it is thought that the 
long illness might in some way have tem- 
porarily deranged his mind. Yesterday 
Lieutenant Bradley was tliought to be 
much worse and the chanees of his recov- 
ery are very few. 

He was promoted from the Fourteenth 
infantry to the Fifth not long ago and 
had only joined his new regiment when 
he Was taken ill with typhoid fever. 


Detachment for Signal Corps. 

Washington, August 29.—A detachment of 
fifteen volunteer men for the signal corps 
has been formed at the Washington bar- 
racks and will be sent to Santiago, Cuba. 
When Captain Lee’s company of signal 
service men was ready to sail from New 
York for Santiago last week seventeen 
of them objected to going and were dis- 
charged. The men who have volunteered 
here will take their places. The company 
will take charge of the telegraph system 
at Santiago. 


Used Guns with Deadly Effect. 

Middlesboro, Ky., August 29.—Ben John- 
son, of Middlesboro, shot and kiile@ Na- 
thaniel Cloud, deputy sheriff of Claiborne 
county, Tennessee, as the latter was at- 
tempting to arrest Johnson at Tazewell, 
Tenn.

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TRUSTEES 70 HOLD 
REUNION SURPLUS 


It Is Decided To Keep the Money and Aid 
State in Opening Soldiers’ Home. 


TO MAKE FIGHT FOR HOME 


Committee of Twenty-Five from Re- 
union Association. 


WILL WORK FOR HOME BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


Reunion Association Held an Impor- 
tant Meeting Yestérday Afternoon 
and Transacted Much Business. 


IF THB STATE OF GEORGIA DECIDES 
to open and maintain the soldiers’ home 
before January 1, 191, it will be aided 
in this work by the Confederate Reunion 
Association to the extent of something over 
$3,000. 

At the meeting of the association held 
at the Kimball house yesterday afternoon, 
at which sixty-seven members Were pres- 
ent in person or by proxy, resolutions were 
adopted turning the net surplus of the 
sum in the reunion treasury over ro trus- 
tees, to be held by them, at the disposal 
of the state, until 1901. 

Should the legislature appf®priate money 
for the purpose of opening and maintaining 
the home, this sum will be added to it. 
If, however, thé state takes no action in 


‘the matter, this money. will be. used for 


the purpose of relieving the sufferings of 
the veterans in Fulton county and for fur- 
nishing them with medicines and otier ne- 
cessities during life and paying their burial 


expenses at death, 

The meeting yesterday afternoon was an 
interesting one and a great volume of busi- 
ness was transacted. There were present 
President Evans, Secretary Waddeil, Dr. 
Fox, Colonels Maddox, Shadden, West and 
Lynes, Dr. Walker and Messrs. Branan 
and Mallard. The other members of the 
association were represented by proxies 


held by those present. 

The report of the committee on resolu- 
tions, which was composed of Judge W. lL. 
Calhoun, Dr. Amos Fox, Mr. W. J. Mal- 
lard and Colonel Waddell, was read. The 
report is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 29, 1898.Mr. Pres- 
ident: Your committee submits tne 10. 
lowing report: 

“Wuereas, the Confederate Soldiers’ home 
of Georgia has not been accepted by tne 
State, but is standing unoccupied, whiie 
scores of old veterans are without sheiter, 
and, 

‘Whereas, the Confederate Reunion Asso- 
clation of Georgia has a fund saved from 
the amount contributed to pay the expenses 
of the recent reunion of contederate veter- 
ans amounting to dollars, and, 

‘Whereas, tnis association desires to see 
the soldiers’ home equipped and occupted 
by the olu confederate soldiers; theretore, 
be it, 

‘Resolved, by this Confederate Reunion 
Association, that the wet surplus now in 
the hands of the assoeciation’s treasurer be 
placed in the hands of Anthony Murphy, 
Paul Romare and Robert F. Maddox, br., 
as trustees, and hela by them and their 
successors until January 1, 1901, for the 
purpose of giving the state of Georgia an 
opportunity to open and maintain said 
home or make provision for the vwame by 
or before the date named, and if said home 
is so occupied and the opening and main- 
taining of the same provided for by the 
state of Georgia, the trustees aforesaid 
are hereby instructed to turn over said 
fund to the proper person or persons hav- 
ing charge of the state’s appropriation for 
said fund to be used in its opening und 
maintenance. 

“But, if not so accep.ed by the state for 
the purpose named by January j, i901, then 
this fund shall be held in trust by said 
trustees and their successors for the relief 
of needy ex-confederate soldiers of Fulton 
county, Georgla. in furnishing clothing 
and support, medicine and medical atten- 
tion in sickness and other necessities they 
may need in life, and the payment of bu- 
rial expenses in cas@® ut death. 

‘Resolved, That all vacancies which may 
occur from any cause in the board of trus- 
tees shall be filled bv this association. 
W. L. Calhoun. Amos Fox, W. J. Mallard 
and John O. Waddell, vommittee.”’ 

There was ecarcely any discussion on 
this and the resolutions were adopted by 
a rising vote, every person present going 
on record as voting in favor of them. 

Mr. Anthony Murphy, who was named as 
one of the trustees, begged to be allowed 
to withdraw. The meeting would not hear 
to this and insisted that he serve in the 
capacity named by the resolutions. 

To Work with Legislature. 

The reunion association will not stop at 
this action, but will make an earnest ef- 
fort to induce the legislature to pass res- 
Olutions opening the soldiers’ home and 
providing for its maintenance, A commit- 
tee composed of twenty-five members of 
the association will be appointed by Pres- 
ident Evans, and this committee will have 
in charge the matter of Working for the 
passage of legislation iooking to the open- 
ing of the home. The committee will go 
before the legislature and will have full 
charge of the matter of obtaining the prop- 
er legislation. 

The resolutions authorizing the appoint- 
ment of the committee are aa follows: 

“Resolved, That a committee of twenty- 
five be eg wet to ufge the ‘ezgislature 
to open the home and to take such other 
steps as may be necessary to secure the 
home for the veterans.” 

A strong fight will be made from all parts 
of the state. The veterans in almost every 
county are enthusiastic over the outlook, 
and it is said that every member of the 
legislature will be forced to vote on the 
question and go on record, 

Instrumental in securing this action of 
the association yesterday was an editorial 
published in The Thomasville, Ga., Daily 
Times-Enterprise of August 2th. A letter 
of thanks will be sent.to the, editor of the 
paper, together with a copy of the action 
of the association. A copy of the resolution 
adopted yesterday will be sent to every 
camp of veterans in the state, and they 
will be asked to use every <ffom to obtain 
legisiation in the next house, 

The editorial from The Times-Enterprise, 
which was read yesterday, is as fol.ows: 

“The city of Atlanta ought not to ask that 
the surpius of several tnoOusand doliara 
left over after paying the expenses in- 
curred by the Confederate ReunionAssocia- 
tion be turned into its coffers. The city 
appropriated $6,000 to the occasion, and it 
could well afford to do 80. She was repaid 
fourtold. 

“If we know anything of the noble citi- 
zens of Atlanta who personally contributed 
so liberally to this fund, they would prefer 
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turned over to the sol- 
at almost inspired conception 
of Henry . The women of Georgia— 
God bless them—are tryi to save the 
home, It has been assailed. the halls of 
the legislature by men who should have 
\supported it. It will be a burning, blistering, 
 bigsting chame if the people of Georgia 
allow tha® home to be used for aught save 
the: purpose for which it was intended. A 
meéting of the reunion committee has been 
called by Colonel Waddell at the Kimball 
house tomorrow afternoon. at which the 
disposition of the fund will be discussed, 
and: probably disposed of. That committee 
would gledden the heart of every old soldier 
in Georgia and receive the thanks of the 
true women of the state if it should use this 
rurp'us to help put the soldiers’ home on 
Ite fert.\It seems almost providential that 
the sur of $3.800, contributed to entertain 
thea men who wore the efsv, should be 
left over after nayine all exnenres of a 
reunion which. will never he *orentten hv 
*hnes who participated in ft. Certainivy the 
fund enuld not be anneenriated to a more 
patrin*’> re erred nirnoes.:’ 

Other Business Transactei. : 

General Evans suggested that it wou'd 
be proper and necessary to avvoint a com- 
mittee to read the charter and prepare a 
set of rules and by laws to govern the 
assoctation. As matters now stand, the 
terms of the officers are not fixed, and the 
date of the annual meeting is not provided 
for. A motion to the effect that the com- 
mittee be appointed was adopted, and 
Judge Calhotin, Mr. Porter King, Colonel 
W. D. Ellis, Colonel J. C. Lynes and Mr. 
W. J. Mallard were appointed as the com- 
mittee. 

Chairman Anthony Murphy, of the finance 
committee, stated that he had paid all the 
bills, with the exception of one or two 
that have been contested. One of these 
bills is for $12 for carriages which were 
ordered by a note purporting to bear the 
signature of Secretary Waddell, but which 
he had not signed. The indication was that 
the note had been written without the 
knowledge of Colonel Waddell, and without 
the knowledge of the livery company 
that it was not genuine. The finance com- 
mittee had refused to pay tor this. 

Another bill was for horses which livery 
stables had brought to the city under the 
impréssion.that they couid be rented dur- 
ing the reunion. A number of the horses 
were not rented, and demand was made on 
the association, it seems, for the amount 
of the expense attached to bringing them 
to the city, Mr. Murphy said the association 
had not made any agreement to pay for 
horses under these circumstances, and that 
he had refused to pay the bill. He asked 
to be relieved of his duty as chairman and 
member of the finance committee, and ask- 
ed the association to make arrangements 
for attending to these matters. 

On motion of Dr. Fox the matter of either 
paying the bills or refusing to pay them 
was left entirely with the finance com- 
mittee. 

Arrangements were made for the printing 
ofa pamphiet giving a history of the re- 
union association and its work, The finatice 
committee was instructed to hold the money 
on hand until the next meeting, which wil! 
be called at the pleasure of the chair- 
man. The association then adjourned, sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman.

General Corbin was 
impressed by the secretary’s statement, and 
especially by the generosity of the offer 
made the government, and at once tele- 
graphed General Pennington, in command 
of the department of the gulf, to make an 
examination of the exposition grounds and 
report immediately their availability for 
camping purposes. Upon this report, will, 
it is understood, depend whether troops 
are sent to Atlanta. Mr Smith and 
Colonel Livingston told the officials that 
they would be properly cared for in such 
surroundings and that at least 10,000 sol- 
diers could be accommodated, Congressman 
Bartlett, of Macon, was at the department 
at the same time and urged that troops 
be sent to Barnesville and Macon. He 
brought offers from the authorities of both 
places offering the necessary ground, all 
the water that was desired, and electric 
lights for the camps free of charge to 
the government.

A CRITICAL TIME 


During the Battle 
of Santiago, 


‘ARMY CAMP MAY GO 
TO PIEDMONT PARK 


The Grounds Will Be Inspected with a 
View To Forming Camp. 


COMMITTEE AT WASHINGTON 


General Lee’s Corps at Jacksonville 
May Be Sent to Atlanta. 


THE SECRETARY OF WAR INTERESTED 


No Better Place in the State Could Be 
Found for an Army Camp Than 
| Piedmont Park. 


PIEDMONT PARK MAY SOON BE 
transformed into an army camp and the 
big buildings which are now lying idle 
may, in the course.ef the next two weeks, 
be teeming with the soldiers from Fer- 
nandina and Jacksonville, Fla. 

The city of Atlanta has tendered the use 
of the exposition grounds to the govern- 
ment through ex-Secretary Hoke Smith 
and Congressman Livingston, of the fifth 
district, who paid a visit to the war de- 
partment yesterday and explained the ex- 
cellent sanitary conditions and the accom- 
modations to be obtained by the Soldiers 
should they be sent to Piedmont park. 

Some weeks ago the movement to form 
an army camp at the exposition grotinds 
was begun by the authorities of Atlanta 
offering the place to «ne department of 
the gulf for. the accommodation of sev- 
eral detachments of recruits then at Fort 
McPherson, but who have since been sént 
to the camps at Lithia Springs and New- 
nan, Ga. 

Nothing was done by the government at 
that time, since it was thought best to 
congregate all the recruits in one or two 
camps at a distance from Atlanta, so that 
the men could be formed into companies 
and otherwise prepare themselves for join- 
ing their regiments at Montauk Point. . 

It was the intention of the department 
of the gulf to mass all the troops in the 
Florida camps at the new reservation at 
Huntsville, Ala., and several regiments 
have been sent forward already to occupy 
the new camp. It has developed, however, 
that the water supply at Huntsville is 
limited and other conditions around the 
reservation are not as good as was at 
first thought by the department. Physi- 
cians have advised that no more troops 
be sent to Huntsvilie and unless the con- 
ditions there improve the soldiers now 
in the camp will be moved in tke near 
future to more desirable quarters. 

General Coppinger’s corps, a part of 
which is at Fernandina, Fla., and another 
part on the route to Huntsville, will prob- 
ably be directed to some other encarnp- 
ment in the next few days, as it is thought 
best to get the men out of Fernandina as 
soon as possible. 

It is the opinion of some of the officers 
in the department of the gulf that if the 
grounds at Piedmont park are accepted 
by. the government General Lee’s corps 
at Camp Cuba ‘Libre, Jacksonville, Fla., 
wil] be crdered to occupy the eamp. Gen- 
eral Lee’s corps hag been designated as the 
one to go to Cuba upon the evacuatior of 
the Spanish forces, and it is not unlikely 
that the war department will move the 
men to a situation farther north, until 
the time for their Jeparture for Cuba, 

Government Will Investigate. 

Upon hearing the proposal of the Georgia 
delegation to locate the meeded camp at 
Piedmont park, which is offered free, the 
secretary of war at once ordered General 
Pennington, commanding the department 
of the gulf, to inspect the site with a view 
of accepting it for the government. 

General Pennington directed a board of 
officers consisting of Lieutenant Colonel 
John Simpson, quartermaster of the de- 
partment; Lieutenant Cvionel Peter Cleary, 
sizgeon general of the department, and 
Major John M. Davis, inspector general of 
volunteers, to visit Piedmont park and re- 
port at once on the condition of affairs 
at the place. The board will begin their 
work of inspection today and may have 
their report ready to,forward to the war 
department before the last of this week. 

Every detail connected with the sanitary 
condition of the park and the accommoda- 
tion that can be given the troops at the 
place will be thoroughly gone over bythe 
board and its report will be accepted by 
the war department without further in- 
vestigation. 

Site an Excellent One. 

No better place for the accommodation 
of troops could be selected in the state 
than the large buildings and grounds adja- 
cent to the park. Coming from the hot 
camps at Fernandina of Jacksonviile, the 
men will be delighted not only with the 
excellent quarters offered them, but also 
with the pleasant atmosphere of the place 
and the view to the north and east of the 
park. 

The lake in the grounds covering several 
acres of ground will be considered a great 
advantage to be used for bathing purposes 
by the troops, 

In the hills around the park an effective 
sanitary camp could be established for j 
the care of the sick, provided there is not 
room for all the patients in the hospitals 
of Fort McPherson. 

When the exposition park was built sev- 
eral years ago the company went to con- 
siderable expense to provide for proper 
sanitary conditions and the drainage and 
sewerage of the grounds is still intact and 
has kept the place as dry and clean as it 
was when first built. 

It is estimated that as many as 12,000 
soldierg can be accommodated in the 
buildings of the park besides the space 
available for tents in the vicinity. 

The action of the government in the 
matter will depend upon the report of the 
board of inspection, and it is practically 
certain that the members of the board 
wiil heartily fecommend the place for the 
encampment of as many soldiers as the 
government seés fit to locate there. 


The Story from Washington. 

Washington, August 2.—(Special.)—At- 
lanta stands an excellent chance of secur- 
ing a number of troops which are to be 
moved from southern camps. The matter 
is now under consideration at the war de- 
partment,. and if the report which has 
been made from General Pennington as to 
the condition at the exposition grounds 
is favorable there will likely be a move- 
ment of troops toward Atlanta within a 
week or ten days. This new consideration 
of Atlanta comeg as the result of a visit 
of ex-Secretary Hoke Smith and Congress- 
man Livingston to the wac department 
today. Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn and 
Adjutant( General Corbin were particulariy 
consulted. ‘The complaints of conditions at 
the different camps were referred to and 
Mr. Smith, who acted as spokesman, stated 
the offer which Atlanta was ready to 
make. He first told of Atlanta~s superior 
climatic and health conditions and then 
added the excellent accommodationg which 
could be secured at the exposition 
grounds. He told of the buildings, which

No doudt 
the bulls may possibly be right when they 
Say we shall see a good further advénce., 
but no good can come of shutting one’s 
eyes to tacts, On the other hand we see 
no present danger of much of ~ decline 
and we would advise buying tor turns 
when the market is weak, but we cannot 
but expect that weak spots will occur, 
brought about by the higher level and the 
higher value of call money, which seems 
certain to come and which has already 
come to some small extent. 

We can see no reason at all for antici- 
pating any great fall. The speculation has 
not run for near long enough yet. to judge 
by past history, and there is one factor 
which we have often insisted on in these 
letters and which is an element of sirength 
which did not formerly exist in the mar- 
ket for railway stocks, viz: that the build- 
ing af new roads has for years heen prac-

Early Advance. 
DEMAND FOR CASH GOOD 


Good Business Done in Corn—QOats, 
Pork and Ribs Unchanged—Lard 
7 1-2 to 10 Cents Higher. 
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Chicago, August 29.—Expectations of in- 
creased receipts tomorrow, togetiner with 
an increase in the visible supply where 
the opposite had been predicted, caused al- 
most the complete loss of an early advance 
in wheat today. Compared with ijast night 
September left off %@%c higher and De- 
cember gained 4%@%c. Corn is unchanged 
to %c up. Oats unchanged. Pork and lard 
are unchanged and ribs rose 7442@10c. 

Wheat experienced a strong start because 
of disappointingly small receipts in the 
horthwest and higher quotations from 
Liverpool, althougin the iatter were not 
unexpected in view of the advance on this 
side Saturday. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ceived 582 cars compared with 939 on the 
previous Monday and 542 on the correspond- 
ing day of last year. The visible supply 
Statement showed 77,000 bushels increase 
for the week, making the total 5,927,000 
bushels. A year ago, the visible decreased 
1,256,000 bushels, and the total then was 
15,473,000 bushels. As a decrease had been 
expected in today’s statement, the bullish- 
ness of the market received a partial ex- 
tinguisher. People who needed September 
wheat, and had found considerable difficul- 
ty in buying, were now enabled to have 
their wants supplied without shouting for 
the wheat, sellers beimng compelled to do 
the shouting. The estimate wnat the car- 
loads of wheat at Chicago for tomorrow's 
inspection would number 405 was another 
blow to the bulls in the market. That, in 
addition to the disappointment about the 
visible, caused September to drop for a 
time all its early advance. December was 
relatively firmer and did not decline more 
than %c, while September was losing lec. 
December was much more largely dealt in 
than September, and has most pronounced- 
ly become the active trading future. Sep- 
tember was difficult to buy when wanted, 
and hard to sell when that was considered 
desirable. The total receipts for the day 
at all primary western markets amounted 
to 1,281,000 bushels, compared with 1,412,000 
a year ago. The clearances from Atlantic 
ports for the day were smaller than of 
late, the total in wheat and flour being 
190,000 bushels. September reopened un- 
changed to \%c higher at from H#@4\%c, 
but before much could be bought it was 
up to 64%c, and from that worked upward 
gradually to 66c. It declined again to 64c, 
touching 63%@64c for a moment, and was 
644%.@64%c at the bell tap. December start- 
ed %@%c up at 61%@62c, advanced to 62%@ 
62%c and receded to 61%@62c, which was its 
final trading price. | 

A good speculative business was done in 
corn and in the main, the market was 
strong. The bone of contention was the 
condition of the growing crop, upon which 
subject there was a wide difference of 
opinion. The wheat market influenced 
corn when it was advancing and corre- 
spondingly depressed the latter when it 
was declining. September opened un- 
changed to %c lower at 29%@30c, advanced 
to 304%4@30%c and closed at 30\c sellers.

BACK IN THEIR OLD ARMORY. 


Seventy-First New York Marches Up 
Broadway Again. 

New York, August 29.—The Seventy-first 
regiment New York volunteers arrived here 
this afternoon and marched up Broadway 
from the battery to Thirty-fourth street, 
where their armory is situated. 

On reaching the armory the men were 
dismissed, and then sat down to the first 
really good luncheon they have had since 
they went into camp on Hempstead plains 
months ago. 

For hours before the regiment reached 
the battery there were crowds stretzhed 
along Broadway, and when the first line 
of soldiers came into view in their dingy 
uniform, there was an outburst of cheering 
and the men were the recipients uf a con- 
tinuous ovation until they came to the ar- 
mory. The returned men looked extraordi- 
narily well, considering their condition 
when landed at Camp Wikoff. The regi- 
ment, as it left camp, consisted of 610 men, 
of whom 260 were veterans who had seen 
service in Cuba and were able to walk: 
300 were recruits who had never had a 
chance to fight; and thirty were Santiago 
survivors, who were too weak to march, 
and had to be. carried in army wagons to 
the depot.

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THE ROADS AND THE TROOPS 


Transportatjon Companies Are Moving 
Troops as Rapiily as Possible. 


NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR THE CAMP 


Soldiers Are Rushed Along Once They 
Get on the Trains—Southern Got 
Even with Queen and Crescent. 


—_————— 


Some of the army officers have been quot- 


ed as complaining because they could not 


move their commands away from Chicka- 


mauga faster. They are reported to have 
criticised the railroads on account of the 


lack of facilities. 

The reply of the rallway officials is that 
it is true that the track facilities are lim- 
ited, there being only one road to the 
park and that one hcving only a single 
track, but the railroad companies were 
not responsible for the selection of the 
park as a camp. The officers wanted to 
move out six regiments a day, which would 
require twenty-five or thirtv trans. It is 
almost impossible to place that many trains 
at the park and get them out in one day. 
Once the soldiers get on the trains and 
the latter get orders to move, they make 
good time. As has been previously shown 
in The. Constitution, the troops im this 
war have been moved with greater rapid- 
ity than troops were ever handled before, 
The world never before saw such large 
movements of troops over long distances 
in so short a time. Regiments were carried 
from Chickamauga to Tampa early in the 
war in less than thirty hours. They could 
not have marched it in as many days. 
Railway managers and the higher officers 
of the war department have been sur- 
prised themselves at the promptness with 
which the transportation companies have 
furnished trains. Usually the notice to the 
roads has been brief, but it has seldom 
occurred in the south that the trains were 
not ready when wanted. Occasienally it 
happened that some of the smaller roads 
promised more thaa they could perform. 
There was the case of the Cincinnati 
Southern and the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
which promised to have cars at Camp 
Thomas for the movement of a large body 
of men to Portsmouth. Neither of the roads 
could provide the cars and engines, so the 
war department seized equipment belongins 
to the Southcurn and sent the troops for- 
ward over the Cineinnati Southern and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio. 

Last week the Southern got even. When 
the order was received to move the sol- 
diers to Knoxville, Tenn., and Lexington, 
Ky., both the Southern railway and the 
Cincinnati Southern sent all the cars they 
yould get together to Chattanooga. The 
Southern got its trains there first, the 
soldiers piled into them and the Southern 
took them over its own line by way of 
Knoxville. The troops for Lexington were 
turned over to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville at Jellico. The Southern got fifteen 
train loads and the Cincinnati Southern se- 
cured about three. 


A Railroad Editor Retires. 


Mr. Horace R. Hobart, one of the editors 
of The Railway News, Chicago, retires to- 
morrow. Mr. Hobart has been on the staff 
of The News for twenty-two years. He was 
a close student of railway problems and 
always discussed them interestingly. His 
contributions to current railway literature 
have been voluminous and his work has 
had a far-reaching effect in an educational 
way. Mr. Hobart is going into the invest- 
ment business. 


There. Will Be No Change. 

Baltimore, .August 29.—Receiver Murray 
repeated even more emphatically today his 
Statement of two weeks ago that no 
changes are contemplated in the traffic or 
operating departments of the Baltimore 
and Ohio after the reorganization.

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FIRST GEORGIA’S NEW CAMP 


On the Side of a Beautiful Ridge Near 
Knoxville. 

Camp Poland, Knoxville, Tenn., 
29.—(Special.)—The First Georgia 
enjoys the distinction of being the best reg- 
ulated regiment now encamped at Camp Po- 
land. It goes without saying that east Ten- 
Resseeans naturally favor all southerners 
in preference to people from northern 
climes. Wiitile this is acknowledged, the 
Géorgia boys have won favor among the 
people here by reason of their good be- 
havior rather than on account of any fa- 
voritism. 

Colonel Lawton and his men reached this 
city last Tuesday, and were given a nost 
cordial reception by the Thirty-first Michi- 
gan regiment, which had preceded them. 
Many citizens also turned out to welcome 
the fighters from the ‘‘piney woods.” The 
demeanor of the Michigan men, in bav'ng 
a delightful lunch prepared for the Geor- 
gia regiment upon its arrival, exemplified 
the feeling of fraternity that exists between 
these two regiments. The men from Mich- 
igan and Georgia have been associated, 
more or Jess, since their arrival at Chicka- 
mauga, and they are now nearer tosether 
here, topograph.cally speaking, than they 
were at Chickamauga Park, 

The Georgia camp is in an ideal place. 
It is situated upon the side of a beautiful 
ridge, the grade of which is just enough 
to afford al) the drainage essential to a 
well-kept camp. The camp site and its en- 
vironment is free frem trees, and ihe pa- 
rade ground jis almest perfect, being a 
smooth fleld, on the same grade as that se- 
lected for the camp, The site is "pon an 
eminence just beyond the northern lLmits 
of the city, and to one approaching the 
campgrounds the little city of tents pre- 
sents a most beautiful spectacle. The 
Georgia regiment is the first to be reached 
upon guving to Camp Poland from che city. 
Passing over the hill, the Thirty-first Mich- 
igan is to be found, and between tne two 
is located the brigade headquarters. 

The camp of the First Gerogia has been 
in most excellent condition in the re- 
markably short time the regiment has 
been here. The commissary department 
provided a sufficient quantity of lumber to 
build floors for all the tents in the regi- 
ment. This job wag completed yesterday, 
and every soldier is now free from the

dampness which is sure to be experienced 
by sleeping next to mother earth. A num- 
ber of the men have also built ‘‘bunks’” {n 
their tents, and stil] others have purchased 
cots. The activities in this camp would 
suggest that the men are preparing to “go 
into winter quarters,’’ and have abandoned 
the muster-out talk. 

The water that is being furnfshed the reg- 
‘ment is in ample quantity to supply every 
demand. It passes through a four-inrin 
pipe to all the company streets. it is fil- 
tered and is as pure as city water cvn be 
made. One Georgian was heard to say that 
it was the first water he had been able to 
‘through eince ha left his home. The 
citizens of Knoxville are paying fer the 
excellent water used by these regiments. 
The regiment has also been supplied with 
bathing facilities. A long shower bath, ac- 
commodating 10 men at a time, has been 
erected near the camp. This !s for the 
Georgians exclusively. It Is such an ar- 
rangement as is to be found in all well- 
regulated bathing establishments, and is 
highly prized by the men. This is the first 
artual bathing accommodations they have 
received since leaving south Georgia. 

It is an acknowledged fact among the cf- 
ficers and men of the regiment, tat the 
mustering-out fever has considerably di- 
minished in this regiment since its arrival 
at Camp Poland. The men seem satisfied 
here. and are continuous in their presses 
of Knoxville over Chickamauga Pi tk.
